War, is what, I believe, will be gran- 
ted by every one of your Lordthips;

granted, that the Balance of Power 
inEurope was lately in great Dangef 
of being over-tarned, and that this 
Nation was lately in the moft immi- B 
nent Danger of being involved in a 
bloody and expenfive War. The 
reftoring of the Peace of Exrope, the 
preferving and re-eftablifhing the Ba- 
Jance of Power, and the preventing 
this Nation’s being involved in a 


War, are Effeéts which all Mankind C 


muft acknowledge to be happy, and 
they are Effeéts which have been 
lately fome Way or another brought 
about: For my own Part, I am con- 
vinced they are the Effeéts of the 
extraordinary Supplies of late Years 
grantee by the Parliament of | this 
ingdom, ard I fhall continue to 
think fo till I fee it demonftrated 
that they have proceeded from fome 
other Caufe. The adding of 6 or 
7000 Men to our Land Forces, was 
not in itlelf, "tis true, of any great 
Confequence to France, or to any E 
other Power of Europe; but the 
making of that Addition, and our 
contracting with the King of Den- 
mark for fome of his Troops, fhew- 
ed that we were in earneft, and that 
we were refolved to enter into the 


War for fupporting the Balance of F Dominions of Lorain are, ‘tis 1% 


Power in Euxrope, as foon as we 
fhould obferve that either of the Par- 
ties had any Views which were in- 
confiftent with the Prefervation of 
that Balance; in which Cafe we 
could, and we certainly would have

Altho’ none of our Squadrons ap- 
peared either in the Mediterrancag oz 
the Baltick, yet, my Lords, I am 
firmly perfuaded, that our fitting out 
and preparing powerful Squadrons, 
and our having them ready to fail ¢. 
ther to the Mediterranean or the Bal. 
tick as we fhould find Occafion, net 
only fet Limite to the Defigns of 
France and her Allies in Italy; but 
actually laid them under a Necefity 
of departing from that Scheme rele 
ting to the Partition of Italy, which 
they had formed to themfelves at the 
Beginning of the War: And 1s to 
the Affair of Poland, tho’ we did not 
fend a Ship into the Ba/tick, yet we 
know it was publickly reported, that 
our having fitted out fuch a powerful 
Squadron, prevented the French from 


Relief of Dantzith; fo that if there 
was any Truth in that Report, it 
may be properly enough faid, that 
eur Squadrons made them give up 
the Affair of Poland. 

With refpeét, my Lords, to the 
Treaty of Peace that has been cot 
cluded, I fhall not pretend to deter 
mine by what Means,’ or by whole 
Endeavours it has been brought « 
bout; but I cannot think it  Peact 
of fo dangerous Confequence asfome 
are pleafed to reprefent: The W 
to be annexed to the Crown of Frant 
for ever; but it cannot be fai¢ r 
France thereby gets any Addition 
Power, for did fhe not formerly a

Parpofe, I fhall only add, that I am 
convinced there is not a Lord in this 
Houle who imagined four Months 
fince, that it was poffible for the 
Emperor to have made fo good a 
Peace, unlefs the Maritime Powers 
had a€tually engaged in the War, and 
had thereby enabled him to force the 
French and their Allies to agree to rea- 
fonable Terms. Yet, my Lords, 
we find this extraordinary Event has 
been fome way or other brought a- 


bout, without engaging either of B 


the Maritime Powers in the War; 
and, in my Opinion, this Event, 
¢xtraordinary as it is, is entirely ow- 
ing to the Wifdom of his Majefty’s 
Conduét, and the good Harmony, 
which has always fubfifted between 
him and his Parliament; which Har- 
mony, if it be continued, will cer- 
tinly eftablifh and preferve that 
Peace which has been brought about, 
and will at laft make this a happy and 
a flourithing Kingdom ; therefore, I 
hope, your Lordfhips will agree to 
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any of thofe Forms or Cuftoms 
which have been eftablifhed by our

With refpeét to the Con’equences 
of what we may happen to infert in 
our Addrefs, or the Effet it may 
have upon our future Proceedings, 
confidering how precipitately we are 
like to agree upon an Addrefs, I could 
almoft wifh it were a Thing of as 
little Importance as it has been re- 
prefented; but, my, Lords, while 
this Houfe preferves its Honour and 


_ Dignity, while this Nation preferves 


its Freedom, the Addrefs of this 
Houfe wil] always be of great Con- 


cient Dignity of this Houfe, will G fequence, and will have a great Ef- 


feét, not only upon our own future 
Proceedings, but upon all the Affairs. 
of the Nation; nay, upon all the Af- 

liia : faire 
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fairs of Ewrope in general. Weare not 
indeed, urder any abfolute Neceflity 
of conorming in our future Proceed- 
ings to every Thing contained in 
our Addrefs of Thanks for his Ma- 
jefty’s moft gracious Speech from the 
‘Throne; but ftillit muft be granted 
that what we fay in our Addrels, has 
an Effeét upon our future Proceed- 
ings, and has been often made ufe of, 
asan Argument againft our agreeing 
to Propofitions afterwards made, be- 
¢aufe of their being repugnant to 
what we had faid in our Addrefs. 

We all know, my Lords, that 
the Compliments made to his Maje- 
fty upcn any fuch Occafion, are ge- 
nerally underftood to be Compli- 
ments made to his Minifters; and if 
in this Seffion we fhould enter upon 
an Inquiry into the Conduét of his 
Majefty’s Minilters, and fhould from 
thence difcover that they had fhewn 
no Concern for the Balance of Pow- 
er, that their Negligence or their 
Blunders had been the Occafion of 
the late War, and that both the Se- 
curity and the Commerce of thele 
Kingdoms had been thereby brought 
into the ytmolt Danger; I muft beg 
of your Lordthips to confider how 
inconfiflent it would look for this 
Houle to come to any fuch Refoluti- 
ons, aiter having at the Beginning 
of the Seffion agreed to the fecond 
Paragraph of the Motion now before 
you: And upon fuch an Occafion 
would not this apparent Inconfitten- 
cy be made ufe of as an Argument, 
would it not be a prevailing Argu- 
meni againit your coming to any fuch 
Refolutions?

as there were that were apprehended and pro- 
fecuted, in that Time, whofe Forfeitures and 
Penalties, if they had been convicted, would 
have doubled that Sum; and if it thould be 
taken upon an Average, that thofe Forfei- 
tures and Penalties were 4 times more than 
what the Government .was defrauded of, by 
foch clandeftine and illicit Trade, yet the 
Publickwould have been cheated of 2,078,074/ 
within thefe 13 Years; which Monty, if it 
had been duly paid, would have leffen’d the 
Intereft, which the Nation is now oblig’é to 
pay, on account of the Deficiencies, occafi- 
on’d by thofe pernicious Practices, above 
60,0004 a Year, reckoning Intereft at Three 


D per Cent. 


But as there was the utmoft Neceffity for 
fuch a Law, fo there is nothing in the Law 
itfelf that is inconfiftent with the Liberties of 
the People, or that gives any new Powers to 
the Crown, or that lays any unreafonable 
Reftraints or Hardhhips upon Trade.

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Smuggling of Goods, may, after Information 
given upon Oath before a Juftice of Peace, 
be apprehended, and if he cannot give a fatif- 
fa€tory Account of himfelf, his Calling or 
Employment, the Juftice of Peace has a 
Power to fend him to the Houfe of Corredti- 
on, to be whipt, and kept to hard Labour, 
for fuch Time as the Juftice fhall think con- 
venient, provided it does not exceed a Month. 
But neither does this Claufe give the Juftices 
of Peace any mort Power, than they exercife 
every Day in the Cafe of Vagrants, and 
which the A& of Parliament made in the 
a2th Year of the late Queen impowers them 
to do, w=h this Difference, that by the 
a2th of the Queen the Juftices may commit 
any Perfon to the Houfe of Correéction, to be 
whipt and kept to hard Labour, merely for 
Vagrancy ; but a Perfon cannot be apprehend- 
ed by Virtue of this A&, unlefs he is not 
only proved to be a Vagrant, but alfo fufpected 
to be a Smuggler ; for the Law efteems every 
Man a Vagrant who is found loitering and 
Jurking from bis Place of Habitation, and 
who can give no fatisfaétory Accountef him- 
felf, or of his Calling or Employment ; which 
if fuch Perfon fo apprehended is able to do, 
the Juftice muft difcharge him; and if he 
has Time allow’d him to make his Innocence 
appear, and that he is not concern’din the 
Running of Goods, which he muft have up- 
on Requeft, he is neither to be whipt, nor 
kept to hard Labour; fo that he cannot be 
punifh’d as a Vagrant, if he can acquit him- 
felf of being a Smuggler. 

Thefe are the two principal Claufes which 
have occafioned moft Clamour againft this 
AG; bet when the Objeftions that have 
been made to them, thal] be duly confidered, 
1 really believe they will appear to be without 
Foundation. ‘

The 
Fattions of different Reigas commonly hung 
out only falfe Lights, fo that the Author is 
Jometimes under a Neceflity of doing his Bu- 
finzls by them, or he mutt work inehedark, 
aad this is no fare Wey of dilcovering Truth, 
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As to the Continuators of Hifories, the 
Credit a good Book eftablithes with the Pub- 
lick would lefs animate another Writer to 
continue it, if he confidered’that it was giv. 
ing himfelf a dangerous Riyal, to whom t+ 
is always prefent ; a middling Diamond never 
appears well near a Brillant; it preferves 
more cf its Fire when it is feen alone, and ity 
Defects are not fo apparent, The Continua. 
tion of De Fleury’s Ecclefiaftical Heflory would 
be a fine Piece, if it was not obfcur'd by the 
Beauty of the firft Work. The laft Volume 
of Don Quixot would have pleas'd well 
enough, if it had not been preceded by the 
former.

“» Humours, or Interefts of Men in Power? that s to offer itfelf; 
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a Panding Army, &c. for a3 there is no Merit 
in going over to a Minifler, when he is not 
diftrefe’d; fo reither is there any in concur- 
ring with him upon Points, which are rea- 
fonable in themfelves. 

If the Perfon, who is to act this Part, 
hath been more than ordinarily zealous in the 
Caufe of Liberty, and remarkably vehement 
againft the Meafures of an Adminiftration, 
whilft the Oppoftrom to it was every Day 
likely to prevail; let him ftill profefs the 
fame Principles, and juftify hie Change of 
Condu& cither by a pretended Difcovery of 
fome feeret Defigns in tbofe, who are fuppofed 
to be at the Head of the Oppofition, or an 
affe@ed Concern for the Intereft of the Prince 
on the ‘Ibrone, whom he apprehends to be en- 
denger’d by it. 

It wil] not be amifs to add a folemn Decla- 
ration, or Appeal to Heaven, upon fuch an 
Gecafion, that he hath beea mifled by Pre- 
judices in his former Condu&; and that 
what he now does proceeds iotirely from better 
Information, and the pore Dictates of Confci- 
ence, without any corrupt Views, or /ucra- 
tive Confiderations whatioever. I have often 
feen this Method practifed with wonderful 
Suceefs. - 

You will obferve, Mr. D’ Anvers, that 
thefe Rules are calculated chiefly for fuch Per- 
fons as are either confiderable in themfelves,

of Power. 

Having mention’d political Writers in this 
Number, give me Leave to take Notice of a

* and all her Votaries feem’d fetching their 
* laft Gafp. Even the Faith of the Facodite ,
